Few In America- 


The Tendency Shown In the Utterances of the 


Baron's Agents—Labor Naturally the Strong- 
est Support of Government—Behold, the Light 
Is Breaking.

-omiehes food for reflection for tlioso

6n tho Declaration of Imlupoiulouco, but

.'and plutocracy installed beyoi.nl all qnes- 
jtion, .'is thorn is now still somo duubt us 
,to vhothor that is our real though net 
acknowledged condition, Thu careful 
ok-jcrvcr has not waited vmtil this late 
•day to reach tho ucnclusion that tho 
iAiucric.in lords and barony and their 
.lickspittles hnvo ngreod aiuoug them- 
selves that popular govcrumont is an 
over present menace to tho complete 
triumph of their ftira to secure absolute 
dominion over tho mudsills. That tho 
people liavo boon indifferent and cavo- 
•Icss in the exorcise of tho power resting 
ia them until they arc slaves in fact, if 
not in name, is not satisfying to plutoc- 
racy, for tho power still exists, and it 
may bo exorcised cvo it is too Into. 
Therefore that power must bo destroy ed. 


It is not enough that tho rich have 


fastened tho chains of industrial slavery 
upon 
thu poor 
through losishition. 


•"Vvhilo tho producers uro politically froo 
and are permitted to combine for tho 
enforcement of their economic rights, 
there is danger that they will remain a 
constant impediment to tho complete 
establishment of a -wealthy aristocracy 
and possibly under tho lash of tlio task- 
master may bo driven to exevciso their 
political power for their regeneration. 
Stealthily, but persistently and unerr- 
ingly, plutocracy has for 30 ;TO;ITS, or 
sinco tho liberation of tho chattel slaro, 
camod out its purpose of enslaving :ho 
wagcworlvcrs. Through a carefully pro- 
paved programme of legislation, carried 
out up to tho present in accordanco -with 
an occasionally amended schedule, tho 
moneybags of tho world have made 
themselves tho masters of American in- 
dustry, and tho bloated brigands grin 
with fiendish delipht as in their dreams 
•they hoar tljp Bounds of hammers forg- 
ing bonds for tho industrious. The foul 
and murderous business began with 
bonds, and it ends with bonds, but the 
!first and the last MO not the same. Law, 
.la\v, law, has been the cry of tho greedy 
cormorants for 30 years. 
Now it is 


;"law aud order." Their "law" stood 
for legalized theft, and their "order" 
means tho bullets imd bayonets of hired 
murderers. 


I do not want to bo misunderstood in 


this matter. 1 am not denouncing every 
mau who is tlio possessor of capital—- 
every employer. Fc\v of tlio manufac- 
turers or merchants of 30 years ago 
wero oven tacitly in tho conspiracy to 
control 
the lawinakiug power aud 


through it the destinies of our people, 
but while this is true I must admit for 
consistency's sake that many in thoso 
classes havo taken advantage of tho op- 
iportuni-tias presented to them because 
[of theirgreat fortunes accumulated since 
;18Ca and nrs now part nud parcel of tho 
Conspiracy of wealth. As against thtso 
1 fully realiza that the vast majority of 
oiir moi'ohaiit class aro either now or aro 
destined to bo victims of tho same vi- cial branches were not. everlastingly ar- 


' It is the anarchist from the slums of 
Europo that the soldiers are called upon 
to shoot down. The American •wording- 
man has no kick coming. In tho Ian- 
E-uago of tho "Waveltmd" seer, -who c$- 
course onjoyn excellent opportunities for 
knowing all about tho workingmnn:

•women, Consi'Quuntly i t i* folly to aryuev.'iili 
tlu-m. THeir idonH of Hocittl economics are to- 
tally different 
from tbuso of the civilized 


mjrld, and the soo-.icr the world rccosnr/A-H 
thi.s fact thu better it will bo I'm1 clvilization- 
Wlien the tidiiui.s out west so on tho warpath, 
we know ho\v to control them. Tho psycholo- 
gist considers tho imarchidt aa being no better 
than tho Indian. 


What a fix chaps of this doctor's 


stripe would be in if thoy hadn't the 
terra "anarchist" to juggle with I I am 
opposed to tho anarchist theory of no 
government and havo no sympathy with 
tho kind of "anarchist" the doctor 
writos about, but it secnis to me there 
is a bettor way to destroy his power 
than to butcher him—a better way bo- 
cause its results would bo more lasting. 
To kill off tho products of a system aud 
not change tho system is like cutting 
sweot pen blossoms to tiuko tho vines 
bear heavily through tho \vholo soaijou. 
It tho American workingman's condi- 
tion was not such as to mako him grate- 
ful for tho sympathy of any one who in 
any way espouses his cause, if tho pow- 
ers that bo in govcnuueut. showed some 
consideration for his rights and less sub- 
sorvioncy to the money mongers, trust 
tyrants and corporation cormorants, 
there would bo no difficulty with "riot- 
ons foreigners" in labov disputes.

It is 
pot necessary to discuss what tho doc- 
tor assigns as tho prime causes of "de- 
generation. " It is sufficient to say that 
he lays the blame for labor disturbances 
at the door of our foreign born popu- 
lation.

Howard Payne, tho author of "Home, 
Sweut Homo." This was on Jan. 5, 1383. 
Puyno hud boon tho American consul ut 
Tunis aud died tlioro ia 1852. His body 
lay in St. George's cemetery, in tho heart 
of tho tovrn of Tunis, for 3:3 years, when 
Jfr, Corcoran, tho Washington banker, 
obtained permission from chestato depart- 
incut totako it up and bring It to America, 


" When I arrived at Tunis," Mr. Worth- 


iufjtoi; continued, "it was noon—the es- 
hiumition wns totako place at 1 .o'clock. 
At tho grave I found assembled Sir 
Thoir.au F. licado (the British consul gen- 
eral), ono or tv:o gentlemen connected 
wifh th'3 American constant;) and about 20 
other gentlemen, samo of them Tunisians, 
dioesed in the costumes of tho country. 
Among tho latter was F.iyno's old drago- 
men, who hud been present at his death 
and funeral. 


"There was nothingwhatever left of tho 


body eiceptiho skeleton, and in removing 
this skeleton from tho grove.to a cofflu wo 
had to put aomu of tho earth In with it, as 
tho eomn in which the body had bran 
buried iiad crumbled way, tho earth and 
bout's becoming roiled. 


''In stooping over Iho grave I noticed 


that the root of a tree—a pepper tree—'had 
just begun to creep oven- the forehead. 
Thii I pulled away, and In so doing ex- 
posed a piece of bone as whico as ivory, 
•which, together with a branch of the pep- 
por tree, I aont to Mr. Corcoran "at Wash- 
ington, 
I also obtained five or six brass 


buttons from tho uniform In which Payna 
had been burled, ono of which I sent to 
Mr. Corcoran, one to tho secretary of scato 
—in fact, I gave thum e.11 away, nob keep- 
ing oven one for mysolf: 


"Tho body was then taken to the little

"I suppose, Mr. Worthington, you ob- 


tained considerable information regarding 
Pnync's life in Tunis?" 


"Yes, I did, particularly from a Mr. 


Alfred Chapplllle, tho presenc United 
States vice consul in Tunis. Ho knew 
Pnyno very well and was very kind to 
him. It was through Mr. Ctappilllo 
largely that Payne was enabled to rocaivo 
tho assistance which made his last days 
comfortable without Payno knowing that 
it wus charity. Ho was proud, lie fancied 
—and his friends led him to boliovc—that 
che money ho was living on was his owr., 
whereas, as a 'mutter of fact, his friends 
wore helping him. He supposed it was his 
money which had beun saved for him out 
of his own incomo. 


'•Payno lived in a flno large house in 


Tunis, which lio iind succeeded in getting; 
tho Ley to let him occupy in his oap.ioity 
iia a servant of tho United States. As he 
bu^aii to fail ho staid in tho house ft groat 
den!, sitting in a largo chair, well wrapped 
up, with a hot fire burning—this, coo, in 
tho hot climate to be found thoro—con- 
tenting himii^lf \vith lirundy and soda, 
liu luially died from exhaustion from in- 
ability co cac orittaln anything living on 
brandy altogether during, iho last few 
tliiyi of his life,"—Philadelphia Press.

It would of course be ab- 
surd to contend that the hours of labor 
could be indefinitely decreased without 
corresponding decrease of. the pioduct, 
but it has been very thoroughly demon- 
strated that tho change from ten to eight 
hours in English factories has cost the 
employer nothing and profited the work- 
er much in time for rest, recreation and 
self improvement.—Chicago Times.

What a fix chaps of this doctor's 


stripo would bo in if they hadn't tho 
term "anarchist" to juggle with! I am 
opposed to the anarchist theory of no 
government and have no sympathy with 
the kind of "anarchist" the doctor 
writes about, bnt it scams to me there 
is a better way to destroy his power 
than to butchor him—a better way be- 
cause its results would bo moro lasting. 
To kill off tho products of a syisem and 
not change tho system is like cutting 
sweet pea blossoms to make tho vines 
bear heavily through the whole season. 
If iho American workinpman'a condi- 
tion was not such as to make him grate- 
ful for tho sympathy of any one who in 
any way espouses his cause, if tho pow- 
ers that bo in government showed some 
consideration for his rights and less sub- 
serviency to the money mongers, trust 
tyrants and corporation cormorants, 
there would be no difficulty with "riot- 
ous foreigners" in labor disputes.
